Light the oven, and whilst 
this is heating up prepare some 
Rock Buns.

Rub the fat into the flour until fine.

Beat up the egg and condensed 
milk. Add the dry ingredients; if too 
stiff add a little water. Mix to a fairly 
stiff consistency and pile on to a greased 
baking sheet. Bake in a hot oven 15 to 25 
minutes, 

The oven should now be quite hot. Put 
some dripping into the roasting tin, and 
put this into the oven until the fat is 
melted. Put in the joint, standing it on 
a trivet. The rock buns should go in now, 
too, whilst the oven is at its hottest. 
After 15 minutes turn the oven down so 
that you can only just hear the meat 
“ spitting.”’ 

Next prepare some short crust pastry 
and make a fruit tart. Any fruit may be 
used, but here is a suggestion for 


DurcH Appts Tarr. 
Pastry—4 ozs. flour, 2 ozs. lard, pinch 
of salt, milk. 

Rub the fat into the flour until very 
fine. Add salt. Mix to a stiff dough with 
the milk. Roll out until about á inch 
thick. Line edge of pie-dish with strips 
of pastry, damping the edges of the dish 
with a little milk to make the pastry stick. 
Damp the strips with a little more milk 
to make the top stick. 
Filling—4 or 5 apples, peeled, cored and 
sliced ; 4 or 5 tablespoonfuls sugar, 2 ozs. 
sultanas, pinch of spice. 
Nearly fill the pie dish. Add two table- 
spoonfuls water. Cover with pastry. 
Trim the edges and press well together. 
Put in a moderate aven. After ten minutes 
make three small slits in the top of the pie 
to liberate the steam. Bake for another 
30 to 35 minutes. Dust with sugar before 
serving. |

IMPORTS OF PORTER |

As compared with the total quan- 
tity imported during the year, the quantity 
retained for home consumption was negligible. 


BUTTER SHORTAGE 


Mr. DILIAYN asked the Minister for Agri- 
culture whether he was aware that there was 
an acute shortage of butter in the West of 
Ireland at present, and what steps he pro- 
posed to take to remedy that situation. 

fhe MINISTER (Dr. Ryan) said that no 
complaints ot an acute shortage of butter in 
the West bad been made to him. Owing to 
severe weather conditions home production of 
creamery butter was appreciably less than at 
this time last year, and there was accordingly 
a general shortage to the extent of this 
deficiency of Irish creamery butter. The 
deficiency was being made good by the im- 
portation of creamery butter. 

Mr. DILLON—Is the Minister aware that 
in more than one town in the West of Ireland 
on Monday mornjng there was no butter for 
the breakfast, and people went without it 
because it was not to be had at any price. 
Is it true that, while that state of affairs 
exists, butter is being exported to Con- 
tinental countries af, ninepence per |b., while 
our pecple are being asked to pay ls. ‘5d. 
antl Is. 6d for anything that can be get? 

Dr RYAN—The deputy’s statements are 
not all true. 

Mr. DI.ION—The fact that there was no 
butter in Ballaghaderreen and other Western 


}towns is personally known fo me, and it is 


true that we are shipping butter out of the 
eountry at ninepence per ib 

Or. RYAN said that no complaint had 
reached his Department of any shortage of 
butter in the West, and the deputy’s question 
was tne first intimation he had of anything 
af tae kind. They were exporting to the 
Continent at probably 104s. per cwt., or what- 
ever the ‘op price in the British market was. 

Mr. D O'LEARY (U.1., West Cork)—Is 
the Minister aware that the high price of 
butter is due to the high cost of feeding 
stuffs ? 

TE IE OMAHONY (U.I., Wicklow)—In my 
own village it was also impossible to buy 
butter, and I had to get it in Dublin. 


FAT CATTLE STOCKS

Fe hearing was resumed of the applica- 


tion on behalf of Thomas H. Dowling, 

40 Mountjoy square, Dublin, to 
made absolute a conditional order of 
habeas corpus for his release from custody 
following his arrest in Dublin on a Scottish 
warrant in respect of the support of his wife 
and child in Glasgow. The applicant had 
been allowed bail. 

The applicant's case was that he was a 
native of Dublin, where he had always re- 
sided, and he did not consider he was y 
bound to support his wife in Scotland, where, 
he stated, she had gone without his consent. 
It was submitted that his arrest was an 
invasion of his rights as a Saorstat citizen; 
that there was no authority vested in 
Assistant Garda Commissioner Brennan to 
endorse the Scottish warrant for execution im 
Dublin, and’ that there is not now in the 
Free State any law empowering any authority 
here to endorse a Scottish warrant for the 
arrest of a Saorstat citizen, 

Mr. Michael J. Ryan, K.C.. and Mr. D. 
Fawsitt (instructed Mr. P. D. O'Grady) 
appeared for the applicant; Mr. Kevin Dixon 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) for 
the Attorney-General, Assistant Garda Com- 
missioner Brennan and the station sergeant 
at the Bridewell, Dublin, on whom the con- 
ditional order had been served; and Mr, 
Lavery, K.C., and Mr, H r (instructed 
by Messrs. Gerald Byrne and Co.) for Mr. 
R. P. Ramsay, Inspector of the Poor for the 
“ae, of Glasgow. 

oncluding his argument, Mr. Dixon con- 
tended that the Assistant Garda Commis- 
sioner, who had ''backed ” the warrant, was 
on the same footing as regards rank as a 
Deputy Inspector-General of the Royal Irish 
Constabulary, and that the authority of the 
latter to ' back” warrants passed to the 
Assistant Commissioner, 

Mr. Lavery asked the Court to hear him 
as representing Mr. Ramsay, the Inspector 
of the Poor for the City of Glasgow, and said 
thet he was prepared to argue that the 
issue of the warrant was in accordance with 
the Scottish law. He also desired to he 
heard if it was going to be argued that the 
courts of Scotland had no power to issue a 
warrant because Dowling was resident in 
Dublin and was not domiciled in Glasgow. 

The President said that the Court would 
assume that everything that had been done 
in Scotland had been done regularly, and 
did not desire to hear counsel for the Ín- 
spector of the Poor. 

Mr. Ryan. said that he was prepared to 
argue that Dowling was a citizen of the 
Saorstat, and that, as such, he was not 
amenable to the Scottish courts for this 
alleged offence. 

The President said that he was sure that 
if that was placed before the tribunal in 
Scotland it would get a fair hearing. 


TO DETERMINE AUTHORITY 


Mr, Ryan said that it was the function of 
the courts in this country to determine 
whether the authority of the Scottish courts 
was property exercisable here. He main- 
tained that there was no jurisdiction in the 
Sheriff of Glasgow to send a warrant here 
which was a written authority to the Garda 
Siochana to arrest a man who was a citizen 
of the Saorstat. At the outset he had ex- 
pressed his intention to argue this and to 


show that the Sheriff had no locus stands to 


authorise the Garda Siochana here to do a 
ministerial act for him. 

The President said that the Court did not 
desire an argument along these lines. 

Mr. Fawsitt, replying, on behalf of the 
applicant, to Mr. Dixon's argiments, sub- 
mitted that the onus of satisfymg the Court 


that Dowling had been detained in accordance 


with law had not been discharged by the 
police authorities or the Attorney-General, 
and that neither had they satisfied the Court 
that, in “backing’’ the Scottish warrant, 
Assistant Commissioner Brennan was dis- 
charging the functions of the Deputy 
Inspector-General of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary. It should be remembered, he said, 
that the Inspector-General and Deputy 
Inspector-General of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary were Justices of the Peace for all 
Ireland, and that the Garda Commissioner 
and Assistant Commissioners were not. 

The Court reserved judgment until to-day.

QUESTION OF EXCAVATION 


Professor Macalister recalled that excava- 
tions had been carried out at Tara about 
forty years ago in an attempt to find the 
Ark of the Covenant of the Hebrews. The 
lamentable result was that it wrecked the 
enclosure of the Rath of Synods. However, 
it revealed that there were certainly pos- 
sibilities of new discovery at Tara. The 
persons making the excavation found trenches 
cut in the rock under the rath, and photo- 
graphs, which he was fortunate to possess of 
these cuttings, gp the possibility that 
these trenches might prove to have been a 
rock-cut labyrinth. If so, once more it would 
link up Tara with a world-wide group of 
solar rites. These trenches are much older 
than the Rath of Synods itself. 

Professor Macalister said Tara was one of 
the most important historical sites in 


a national undertaking of the highest impor- 
tance. Only the resources of the Govern- 
ment would be adequate; no private person 
or society in this country could face the 
heavy expenditure involved, and to attack 
such a site without being provided with the 
funds necessary to carry through the work 
as it should be carried through would be a 
crime. Undoubtedly, such an undertakin 
would solve a good many problems, an 
would teach them many things which they 
did not as yet even imagine.

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3 Re way in which electricity gradually 
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was coming to play a part in rural 

Ireland was described: yesterday. by 
Mrs. K. B. Moloney, sales publicity adviser 
of the Electricity Supply Board, before the 
conference of the Electrical Association for 
Women in Bristol. 

Mrs. Moloney said that the ten years that 
had passed since the establishmeht of the 
Electricity Supply Board had altered the 
position so radically that it was hard to 
realise how short a time had elapsed since 
those dark ages when the women in our 
towns and villages had no choice but to 
struggle along with the old-fashioned methods 
that were devised to meet the very different 
conditions of their mothers’ and their grand- 
mothers’ days. Electricity was available in 
virtually every town and village in the Free 
State with a population of 500 and over. 

The number of villages with populations 
under 500 supplied by the national scheme 
had doubled in the past three years, and some 
of those supplied had populations as low as 
100. The very email villages constituted 
their main claim at the moment to rural 
electrification. Those villages welcomed 
electricity with open arms—in fact, since the 
inception of the Shannon scheme they had 
clamoured for it, and villages which were not
